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Planning Board 
continues most 
public hearings

WILMINGTON — At the 
Planning Board meeting on 
Tuesday night, chairman 
Terence Boland opened by 
explaining to the audience 
that with only three mem- 
bers present that night, any 
items involving a special 
permit couldn’t be consid- 
ered for approval. Thus, they 
would have to continue those 
items until a meeting with 
more members present. 

They continued two sign 
special permits at the begin- 
ning of the meeting for 37 
Upton Drive and 326 Middle- 
sex Ave. : 

The board next considered 
the site plan review waiver 
for 844 Woburn St. The rep- 
resentative for the project 
mentioned that they’re pro- 
posing the use of four con- 
tainers along with a storage 
container which would hold 
items such as metals and 
cardboard before they are 
picked up by recycling. 

Planner/Economic Devel- 
opment Coordinator Jayne 
Wierzbicki reported that Fire 
Chief Pozzi said that all of 
the combustibles must be put 
in containers when they leave 
the building. The board ap- 
proved the site plan review 
waiver. 

A representative for the 
definitive subdivision pro- 
posed on Tobin Drive de- 
tailed that the main change 
involved relocating the prop- 
erty line to allow 40 feet of 
pavement in front of the 
existing house. Director of 
Planning and Conservation 
Valerie Gingrich shared that 
any remaining issues from 
planning had been worked 
into the draft decisions. 

The non-standard condi- 
tions which she listed out in- 
cluded fire department re- 
view ahead of issuing the 
building permit, giving engin- 
eering a reasonable notice to 
inspect the roadway compo- 
nents, and all roadway im- 
provements to be completed 
prior to occupancy. The board 
approved the draft decisions 
here. 

Public hearings for site plan 
review and stormwater man- 
agement permit at 230, 234, 
and 240 Ballardvale St.; defin- 
itive subdivision on Birch 
Street; and site plan review, 
stormwater management per- 
mit, groundwater protection 
district special permit, inclu- 
sionary housing, and multi- 
family housing on Cross Street 
were all continued at the re- 
quest of the respective appli- 
cants. 

The board voted to endorse 
the plans for 377 Ballardvale 
St. and 625 Main St. These 
were both submitted on be- 
half of DISH Wireless L.L.C. 

Kristen Costa spoke on 
behalf of the definitive subdi- 
vision and stormwater man- 
agement permit for Eagle- 
view Drive to discuss their 
proposed reduction in the 
width of the road and the 
sidewalk. She mentioned that 
they shared their request 
with the Conservation Com- 
mission, who were supportive 
but wouldn’t submit com- 
ments to the board them- 
selves. 

Boland highlighted Town 
Engineer Paul \Alunni’s re- 
quest to remain compliant 
with the sidewalks on both 
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sides of the street. 

The applicant, Craig New- 
house, agreed to potential-ly 
keeping both sidewalks while 
narrowing them at the road 
crossings and narrowing the 
roadway as proposed. This 
project was also continued to 
their next meeting. 

The applicant for a site 
plan review and stormwater 
management permit at 885 
and 889 Woburn St. requested 
their public hearing contin- 
ue. The board moved in ac- 
cordance. 

They then approved a site 
plan review waiver for ‘269 
Main St. A representative for 
this project explained that 
they were proposing a walk- 
up pickup area in the patio 
and also planning to replace 
one of their existing signs. 
Gingrich clarified that they 
would need a building permit 
for the sign change but the re- 
maining piece complied with 
the by-law. 

The site plan review, storm- 
water management permit, 
and ground water protection 
district special permit at 208 
Main St. was continued along 
with the site plan review, 
stormwater management per- 
mit, ground water protection 
district special permit, and 
sign special permit at 800 Sa- 
lem St. 

They discussed the Board 
of Appeals case involving 9 
Allen Park Drive next. Wierz- 
bicki detailed that the appli- 
cant would be increasing their 
impervious area above 20 
percent and filing a stormwa- 
ter management permit. Ging- 
rich said that this permit is 
required with any addition 
over 600 square feet. The 
board recommended approval 
dependent on the town engi- 
neer’s approval. 

Gingrich added that she 
would include the Zoning 
Board of Appeals case for 79 
Nichols St. in the agenda for 
the next meeting so that they 
could discuss and eventually 
make a recommendation. 

The board continued the site 
plan review, stormwater man- 
agement permit, and parking 
relief special permit for 326 
Ballardvale St. 

A representative from AT&T 
presented during the public 
hearing for 773 Salem St. 
regarding a site plan review. 
The representative said that 
they provided everything they 
could glean from the previous 
carrier who did modifications 
in the past on this cell tower. 
She also said that the tower 
was at 99.1 percent capacity. 
She maintained that the 
structural engineer signed off 
on the previous work to the 
owner of the tower. 

Gingrich replied one of the 
conditions from the last build- 
ing permit was that the struc- 
tural engineer inform the 
town that the work had been 
completed, which they had 
yet to do. However, she receiv- 
ed an email from the tower 
owner with the confirmation. 
She also explained that the 
peer review was being re- 
quested due to the capacity. 

Gingrich added that the 
town’s peer reviewer, TEC, 
had given them a quote of 
$6,300 and would be ready to 
get started as soon as the 
money is received. TEC prom- 
ised to finish the work for 
their April meeting. The rest 
of the board agreed that the 
peer review should take place. 

The applicant showed con- 
cern about who would have 
to fix any issues that the 
peer review may find. Bo- 
land suggested they work it 
out with the tower owner. 
This public hearing was con- 
tinued to April. 

The board also continued 
the public hearings for a site

Police investigate 
after car crashes 
into Woburn

WILMINGTON — Police Chief Joseph Des- 
mond reports that the Wilmington Police 
Department investigated a motor vehicle into a 
single family home on March 2, 2023 around 9:50 
p.m. in the area of 414 Woburn St. 

Wilmington Police responded to the scene and 
observed that a motor vehicle crashed into the 
residence located at 414 Woburn St. causing signif- 
icant structural damage to the home. The motor 
vehicle left Woburn Street and travelled across 
the front yards of 412 and 414 Woburn St. before 
crashing into the residence. 

The operator of the vehicle was treated at the 
scene and was transported by Wilmington Fire 
Department to an area hospital with non-life 
threatening injuries. The passenger was located 
in the area and she was also transported to an 
area hospital with non-life threatening injuries. 

The residence was deemed uninhabitable by 
the Wilmington Public Building Department 
based on structural damage caused by the crash. 

The cause of the crash is under investigation 
and at this time no motor vehicle charges have 
been taken out against the operator of the motor 
vehicle.

WOBURN/BURLING- 
TON — Local, state, and 
federal authorities recently 
raided homes in Burlington 
and Woburn after unearth- 
ing alleged evidence of so- 
called “ghost guns” being 
manufactured on the prem- 
ises. 

Middlesex District Attor- 
ney Marian Ryan’s office 
yesterday detailed the re- 


cent arrests of two~ Wo- 
burn men following sepa- 
rate investigations into the 
purported illegal produc- 
tion of 3D-printed Glock- 
style handguns, large-capa- 
city magazines, and unspe- 
cified firearms compo- 
nents used to accessorize 
semi-automatic rifles like 
AR-15s. 

In another notable disclo- 
sure, authorities also reveal- 
ed that at least one wea- 


pon used in a deadly East 
Woburn home invasion on 
Presidents’ Day weekend 
was subsequently deter- 
mined to be an unregister- 
ed ghost gun. 

“We have recently seen 
multiple very concerning 
incidents involving ghost 
guns. These firearms pose a 
very real threat to our com- 
munities; they are untrace- 
able and those who possess 
and distribute these wea- 


pons are intentionally violat- 
ing the gun laws we have in 
place in Massachusetts,” 
said Ryan in a prepared 
statement released on Tues- 
day. “In Middlesex [County], 
we will continue to use every - 
tool available to us, from en- 
forcement and prosecution 
to working at a legislative 
level to close the existing 
loopholes that allow those

amount of federal taxes they owe should file their tax 
return on time and pay as much as possible. This will 
help reduce penalties and interest. If they can’t pay 
their full bill, they have some other options. 

Get a loan: in many cases, loan costs may be lower 
than the combination of interest and penalties the 
IRS must charge under federal law. Normally, the 
late-payment penalty is 0.5% per month, not to 
exceed 25% of unpaid taxes. The interest rate, 
adjusted quarterly, is currently 4% per year, 
compounded daily. If a taxpayer can’t get a loan, the 


IRS offers other options. 


Online payment plans: most individual taxpayers 
qualify to set up an online payment plan on IRS.gov, 
and it only takes a few minutes to apply. Applicants 
are notified immediately if their request is approved. 
Taxpayers who owe but cannot pay in full by the 
deadline don’t have to wait for a tax bill to request a 
payment plan. There is no need for them to contact 
the IRS for a payment plan or an installment 
agreement. The agency generally processes online 
payment plans quicker than requests made with 
electronically filed tax returns. If a taxpayer just 
filed their return and they know they’ll owe a 
balance, they may be able to set up a payment plan 
online before they even receive a notice or bill.

investigation,” local and state officials 


explained yesterday. 


Washington Street resident Tyler Oli- 
vier, whose mother resides in a ranch- 
style home by the corner of Washington 
Street and Carlena Terrace, reportedly 
shot and killed Cambridge resident 
Mussie Miyaro after confronting at 
least two masked men who broke into 
the basement of his parent’s residence 
at around 3:40 a.m. on Feb. 20. 

Olivier, who was shot in the stomach 
during the deadly exchange, insists he 
acted in self-defense after disarming 
at least one of the home invaders and 
using the weapon to return fire. Au- 
thorities have charged the 26-year-old 
with illegal possession of a firearm 
and assault and battery with a dan- 
gerous weapon in connection to the 
double-shooting, in which at least six 
rounds were allegedly fired from mul- 


tiple firearms. 


The local man is being held on 


$50,000 cash bail. 


Though investigators are not saying 
whether the incidents are connected, 
four days after that Washington Street 
home invasion, Mass. State Police detec- 
tives, joined by Woburn Police and 
agents from the federal Alcohol, To- 
bacco, Firearms and Explosives (ATF) 
Bureau, raided a Totman Drive residence 
in connection to a “firearms manufac- 
turing and trafficking investigation.” 

Arrested at the scene was 32-year- 
old Vincent Johns for possession of a

“At the residence, 
seized a 3D printer, multiple 3D print- 
ed ‘Glock’ style pistol frames, 3D 
printed magazine/feeding devices, 
several gun parts and tools used for 
manufacturing of firearms. Police also 
-located a quantity of pills stamped 
Xanax believed to be counterfeit 
‘pressed’ pills, and binding agents 
used in the manufacture process for 
pressed pills,” Ryan and Mass. State 
-Police Colonel John Main Jr. revealed 
in a joint statement. on Tuesday. 

With his arrest leading to an early 
February raid of a Brentwood Lane 
home in Burlington, where several 
ghost guns were purportedly seized, 
37-year-old Woburn resident Sean 
O’Connor faces a battery of illegal 
weapons possession charges after he 
was allegedly pulled over by Mass. 
State Police on Feb. 9 in Wilmington for 
driving erratically. 

Police say during the traffic stop, the 
arresting Mass. State Police Trooper 
spotted a gun magazine in plain sight 
and subsequently recovered at least 
one loaded handgun from the vehicle. 

“During the stop, the trooper ob- 
served an ammunition magazine and 
the subsequent investigation revealed 
that the driver was in possession of a 
loaded 9mm Glock-style firearm with 
no serial number, commonly known as 
a ghost gun, along with magazines and 
ammunition for an AR-15 rifle,” law

OBITUARIES 


The Haleys and 
the Harrisses 
changed the face 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 


When William H. Haley 
first bought the old Stan- 
ley farm on Andover Street 
in 1881, he paid $400 for 
30 acres. In the ensuing 
decade, he added nine 
more parcels. When the 
Knollwood Stock Farm 
was advertised for sale 
in 1913, one ad said there 
was 150 acres; another 
said 175. The advertise- 
ments claimed the farm 
to be one of the most pro- 
ductive in eastern Massa- 
chusetts. 

The old Stanley farm- 
house burned in 1892. Ha- 
ley subsequently built a 
handsome Victorian house, 
known for most of the 
20th Century as the Knoll- 
wood Farm. 

A short time after he 
came to Wilmington, Ha- 
ley married Lucy Harris, 
a rich widow from Mar- 
blehead who had a daugh- 
ter and two sons. The Ha- 
leys and the Harrises 
changed the face of North 
Wilmington. In the words 
of Paul Emmons (1886- 
1959) they proceeded to 
“paint the town red.” 

Haley was born in Cam- 
bridge and was in the 
hardware business in Bos- 
ton. Two of his brothers 
also moved to Wilming- 
ton. Edwin’s place was 
at the northern end of 
Middlesex Avenue. He 
moved the old house to 
near Mystic Avenue and 
built the house that be- 
came Coombs’. Charles 
Haley bought a house on 
High St. In the 1893 town 
report, Edwin was listed 


as a selectman and Char- - 


les as police chief. 

Lucy’s first husband, a 
wealthy shoe manufac- 
turer, had died in 1880, 
leaving a sizable estate to 
his widow. and children. 
Emmons later wrote that 
one of. the sons went 
around with a checkbook 
sticking out of his sport 
shirt pocket. 

Will Harris, bought the 
53-acre James Pearson 
farm on Andover Street in 
1889. It is still open land 
today, but is in a design 
phase by a large develop- 
ment firm. 

__ Rev. Daniel Noyes wrote 
in 1880: “The eastern part, 
at least, of the house now 
occupied: by Mrs. James 
Pearson, dates back to 


the beginning of the town. 
The frame was covered 
with inch-and-a-half plank, 
and filled in with brick. 
The form of the house as 
a whole, however, has 
been greatly altered. Pro- 
bably the original dwell- 
ing was much smaller 


than the present. Many of - 


the earlier houses were 
not plastered within, for 
lack of lime, and the 
planks and bricks were 
for protection against both 
the weather and the In- 
dians.” 

When widow Ellen Pear- 
son was about to sell the 
farm to Harris, it was 
discovered that Phillips 
Andover Academy had a 
mortgage on the proper-- 
ty, the Jabez Pearson 
farm, dating from 1825. 
Though it had been paid 
off, the release had ne- 
ver been entered. A one 
dollar transaction in 1889 
cleared the title for the 
sale to Harris. He paid 
$2,000. 

Will Harris went in for 
horses. Emmons wrote 
that he once saw cow- 
boys driving a herd of 
mustangs to the Harris 
farm. Four years later, 
he sold the farm to his 
mother, Mrs. Lucy Haley 
for $8,000. Though it was 
adjacent to her hus- 
band’s land, she did not 
incorporate it into the 
farm. 

In November 1895, she 
sold it to William Poole. 
The property was sold 
again and again. In 1909, 
it was sold to Stevens, 
who kept it for a decade. 

Emmons wrote that the 
Harris boys both had 
pretty wives, but that they 
were considerably out- 
shone by their sister-in- 
law, Annie Pedriaux, a 
beautiful, smartly-attired 
brunette who was re- 
puted to be a very close 
friend of Eben D. Jor- 
dan. Her coachman, Mc 
Tighe, boasted that Eben 
D., owner of the Jordan 
Marsh store in Boston, 
paid him his wages. 

“She drove a snappy rig 
consisting of a _ high- 
wheeled, shiny dogcart 
drawn by a high-stepping 
tandem, the wheel horse 
jet black and the leader 
a striking dapple grey,” 
wrote Emmons. 

_ A dogcart was designed 
for a hunt, probably hav- 


ing two wheels and a box 
behind the seat for the 
dogs. The two-horse team 
drove in-line, not side-by- 
side. 

Annie would drive the 
rig to the train station, 
where the cart would 
stand out among the oth- 
er wagons at the plat- 
form. 

Herbert “Bert” Harris 
bought the Dr. Jabez 
Brown property on High 
Street and proceeded to 
spend considerable mon- 
ey on it. The property 
had belonged to Henry 
Blanchard, then to Cyrus 
and Sarah D.J. Carter. 

The Arthur T. Bond col- 
lection in the library has 
a photograph of an elab- 
orate italianate house la- 
beled the Dr. Jabez Brown 
house. While Dr. Brown . 
lived on the site, the pic- 
ture clearly is not the old 
house of the doctor, who 
died in 1830. Whether it 
was replaced or radical- 
ly altered is not known. 
The Bond photo evident- 
ly shows it after Harris 
had added some finish- 
ing touches. 

Bert also bought some 
adjacent properties be- 
tween High Street and 
Lubbers Brook. With a 
total investment of $6,000, 
he then sold the proper- 
ties to his mother for 
$10,000. 

William Haley took a 
mortgage on the Knoll- 
wood farm in 1908. Four 
years later, it was fore- 
closed and was sold to a 
Boston hotelier. It was 
eventually purchased by 
Thomas Daly, a dairy 
farmer. He ran Knoll- 
wood Farm Dairy for 
about 40 years until his 
death in 1958. Lester 
Smith, Jr. and Maynard 
“Red” Eaton worked for 
him and Eaton later 
owned the business. The 
land was sold off sepa- 
rately. Eaton and his 
mother ran a boarding 
house at the farm and it 
was jokingly referred to 
as the Knollwood Hilton. 

Two barns on the prop- 
erty were torched by an 
arsonist in the mid-1960s. 
The house remained stan- 
ding for many years but 


-was demolished several 


years ago. The site is now 
a truck parking area. 
New England Coffee has 
a warehouse nearby.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressmen Seth Moul- 
ton (MA-06) and James 
E. Clyburn (SC-06) rein- 
troduced the Sgt. Isaac 
Woodard, Jr. and Sgt. 
Joseph H. Maddox G.I. 


Bill Restoration Act, a. 


landmark bill that would 
restore G.I. Bill benefits 
to surviving Black World 
War II veterans and their 
descendants who did not 
benefit equally after the 
war due to systemic ra- 
cism. 

Signed into law by Pre- 
sident Franklin D. Roo- 
sevelt in 1944, the G.I. 
Bill represented a prom- 
ise to all who fought for 
our country that their sa- 
crifice would be reward- 
ed with a range of bene- 
fits, including low-cost 
mortgages and low-inter- 
est loans to start a busi- 
ness or farm, unemploy- 
ment compensation, and 
education assistance. Yet 
in practice, this opportu- 
nity for prosperity was 
denied to Black veterans 
and their descendants. 

For example, roughly 19 
percent of white World 
War II veterans earned a 
college degree due in part 
to the benefits offered by 
the G.I. Bill, compared to 
just six percent of Black 
veterans. In 1947, only two 
of more than 3,200 home 
loans administered by the 
VA in Mississippi cities 
went to Black borrowers. 

Similarly, in New York 
and New Jersey suburbs, 
less than one percent of 
the mortgages insured 
by the G.I. Bill went to 
Black borrowers. The im- 
pact of these disparities 


in education and home- 
ownership has only grown 
with time. 

“We all know the GI Bill 
lifted up a generation of 
WWII veterans and built 
the American century. 
It’s been called the most 
successful piece of legis- 
lation ever. But most Am- 
ericans don’t know that 
many Black veterans 
were left out: denied ben- 
efits, denied homes, de- 
nied the _ generational 
wealth that comes from 
going to college,” said 
Congressman Moulton. 
“We can never fully repay 
those American heroes. 
But we can fix this going 
forward for their families. 
While our generation did- 
n't commit this wrong, 
we should be committed 
to making it right. This 
legislation honors our na- 
tion’s commitment to Am- 
erica's vets.” 

“The quickest ways to 
overcome poverty in this 
country are through edu- 
cation and homeowner- 
ship. The denial of these 
benefits to Black veter- 
ans returning home from 
service has impacted the 
accumulation of genera- 
tional wealth for Black 
families across the coun- 
try,” said Congressman 
Clyburn. “We must restore 
the possibility of full eco- 
nomic mobility and the 
promise of the original 
G.I. Bill to all impacted 
by these discriminatory 
federal practices. This 
legislation will honor that 
commitment.” 

The Sgt. Isaac Woodard, 
Jr. and Sgt. Joseph H. 
Maddox G.I. Bill Restor- 


ation Act would: 

e Extend access to the 
VA Loan Guaranty Pro- 
gram to the surviving 
spouse and certain direct 
descendants of Black 
World War III veterans 
who are alive at the time 
of the bill’s enactment; 

e Extend access to the 
Post-911 GI Bill educa- 
tional assistance benefits 
to the surviving spouse 
and certain direct descen- 
dants of Black World War 
II veterans alive at the 
time of the bill’s enact- 
ment; 

e Require a Govern- 
ment Accountability Of- 
fice (GAO) report outlin- 
ing the number of indi- 
viduals who received the 
educational and housing 
benefits; 

e Establish a Blue-Rib- 
bon Panel of independ- 
ent experts to study in- 
equities in the distribu- 
tion of benefits and as- 
sistance administered to 
female and_ minority 
members of the Armed 
Forces and provide rec- 
ommendations on addi- 
tional assistance to re- 
pair those inequities. 

“It is important that we 
not run from our history, 
but instead embrace the 
lessons of our past. The 
bill is named after Sgt. 
Isaac Woodard, Jr. and 
Sgt. Joseph H. Maddox, 
two relatively unknown 
Black World War II veter- 
ans who faced life-alter- 
ing injustices due to their 
race. Those who misuse 
the term ‘critical race 
theory’ may disavow the 
teaching of their stories, 
but their experiences are 


‘critical race facts’ that 
must be shared.” 


Sgt. Isaac Woodard, Jr.: 

In February of 1946, de- 
corated World War II vet- 
eran Sgt. Isaac Woodard, 
Jr. was traveling home on 
a Greyhound bus_ to 
Winnsboro, South Caro- 
lina when a local police 
chief forcibly removed 
him from the bus and 
blinded him with his 
blackjack nightstick. Still 
in his uniform after be- 
ing honorably discharged, 
Woodard was thrown in 
jail rather than given me- 
dical treatment. 

The police chief was 
ultimately charged but 
acquitted of the crime by 
an all-white jury. Presi- 
dent Truman was so 
moved by Sgt. Woodard’s 
horrific abuse that he 
signed an Executive Or- 
der integrating the arm- 
ed services. 


Sgt. Joseph Maddox: 

After facing injury and 
receiving a medical dis- 
charge, World War II vet- 
eran Sgt. Joseph Maddox 
was accepted to a mas- 
ter’s degree program at 
Harvard University. He 
was denied tuition assis- 
tance that he was right- 
fully due under the G.I. 
Bill by his local Veterans 
Affairs office to “avoid 
setting a precedent.” 

After seeking assistance 
from the NAACP, the VA 
in Washington, D.C. ulti- 
mately promised to get 
Sgt. Maddox the educa- 
tional benefits he deser- 
ved.

hile “old man 
winter” con- 
tinues to keep 
his grip on 
the month of 
March, you still have time 
to enjoy the winter beauty 
and elegance of New Hamp- 
shire’s famed Ice Castles. 

Located at 24 Clark Farm 
Road in North Woodstock, 


the Ice Castles have been 
a winter tradition in New 
Hampshire since 2011, of- 
fering an icey exploration 
experience for the entire 
family. 

Founder, Brent Christen- 
sen, built his first ice 
structure in the front yard 
of his home in California 
for the enjoyment of the 
neighborhood children. 

After later moving to 
snowy Utah, Christensen 


built an ice cave in his 
yard to keep his own six 
children occupied during 
the doll-drums of the win- 
ter months. His homemade 
ice cave soon became the 
hit of the entire neighbor- 
hood, and was often re- 
ferred to as the “Ice Castle” 
by the local children. 

Today, Christensen’s Ice 
Castles have grown to a 
five location, destination 
sight found across the 
country with Ice Castles in 
New Hampshire, Minne- 
sota, New York, Utah, and 
Wisconsin. 

The massive ice struc- 
tures are created one ici- 
cle at a time. Ice artists 
create icicles of different 
lengths for weeks before 
construction begins. 

After the icicles are com- 
pletely frozen, they are 
gathered together and 
fused with water to hand 
build gigantic structures 
with peaks of almost 30 
feet high, complete with 
tunnels and slides to cre- 
ate a winter wonderland 
worthy of the Disney char- 
acter’s Anna and Elsa. 

Once completed, the 
monstrous ice castle glis- 
tens like a diamond in the 
sunlight by day, but the

real magic occurs at night 
with the addition of hun- 
dreds of thousands of LED 
lights. 

Every year the castle 
design and features change 
to offer a new experience 
year after year. 

This year's castle fea- 
tures a frozen maze of cav- 
erns and archways con- 
nected by tunnels and ice 
slides. For the more ad- 
venturous, there are also 
many “crawl tunnels” just 
large enough to crawl 
through, offering lots of 
fun for children. 

For adults, there is the 
new Polar Pub frozen bar, 
offering up winter themed 


alcoholic beverages to en- 
joy while you explore. 
Surrounding the Ice Cas- 
tle, is the Mystic Forest 
Light Walk. This quarter 
of a mile walking path 
takes you through the sur- 
rounding trees that are 
completely illuminated in 
the magical glow of winter. 
The Ice Castle also of- 
fers sleigh rides and a 
groomed snow tubing hill. 
Because of the recent 
winter weather, the Ice 
Castles are still open 
throughout the upcoming 
weekend, but because they 
are truly at the mercy of 
Mother Nature, available 
visiting hours after this

TEWKSBURY — Phai- 
myr and Dante Maxi of 
Tewksbury are bringing 
the tastes of Haiti to pa- 
trons north of Boston. 
Along with their family 
members, including son 
Jaden and daughter Am- 
aya, the couple is com- 
ing up on the one-year 
anniversary of _ their 
dream come true, Grép 
Kafé and Sweets Bakery. 

Already a well-regard- 

-ed home baker, Maxi 
and her husband made 
the decision to open the 
café during the pandem- 
ic, noting the explosion 

_ of to-go meals and peo- 
ple wanting to eat at 
home. The Maxis also 
knew that the only pla- 
ces in Massachusetts to 
get Haitian sweets and 
patties were in Matta- 
pan-or Brockton, signifi- 
cant drives for anyone 


from the Merrimack Val- 
ley or southern New 
Hampshire. 


So, after eyeing the Med- 

ford location for a time, 

' Maxi, an audit and com- 
pliance professional, made 
the decision to leave the 
corporate world and pur- 
sue her dream. 

A Massachusetts na- 
tive, Maxi was already 
familiar with the Salem 
Street and Fellsway area, 
and knew that there was 
a strong Caribbean pop- 
ulation. Maxi describes 
Medford as a “melting 
pot,” and has had people 
of all nationalities visit 
the bakery to try the foods. 
Judging from the busy 
store, there is a strong 


‘ demand for traditional, 


homemade foods from 
Haiti. 

The Maxis are warm 
and welcoming, and cus- 
tomers are friendly and 
happy to support a small 
business. 

The name grép comes 
from the traditional cloth 


filter used for coffee in 


Haiti. 

“Many of the old timers 
still use this method be- 
cause they say it makes 
the best coffee,” said Maxi. 

Customers say the pa- 
tes or patties, pronoun- 
ced “patties,” take them 
back to their childhood. 
The store serves them 
warm, ready to eat. The 
flaky pastry squares are 
stuffed with chicken, 
beef, .cod, vegetables, 
and even stuffed herring 
to make a hand pie of 
sorts, a traditional Hai- 
tian specialty. 

Patties are served for 
breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner, and Phaimyr says 
these yummy packages 
are “gone” at any gath- 
ering they are brought 
to. The patties are known 
for flavor, not overly spi- 
cy but full of aromatics, 
according to Maxi. 


Stoneham resident Mil- 


ton Green was buying 
the pumpkin squash soup 
called Joumou, only ser- 
ved on Sundays. 

“My wife is an excellent 
cook and she says this 
is ‘almost’ as good as 
hers,” Green smiled, tak- 
ing home several quarts. 

Get there early because 
the soup sells out quick- 
ly.

“I had seen the van in 
Tewksbury and knew it 
was Haitian.

Jean-Charles, a Hai- 
tian-American, is pleased 
to support the store and 
was buying patties for 
the week. 

“There are many Hai- 
tian families in Tewks- 
bury. and they will be 
happy to know this store 
is close by.” 

The bakery also offers

kokiyol (ko-kee-yoll), rum 
cakes, and pineapple up- 
side down cake, a staple 
at any Haitian gathering, 
according to Maxi. Maxi 
is also known for her ex- 
quisitely decorated cakes 
for all occasions, and she 
is looking for a baker/ 
decorator to help with the 
bustling business.

handful of orchestral auditions by the time that the Air 
Force Band's harp vacancy was announced and the audi- 
tion was the next one to take.

. Asgeirsson said because her parents and brother still live 
in Reading, playing at Reading Memorial High School 
“feels like coming home.” 

She added, “I know (my family are) excited to see us per- 
form. It will be nice to see familiar faces again, though I 
hope to see many new faces enjoy the concert, as well.” 

Although she’s been in the band for seven years, Asgeirs- 
son still has a ways to go. She said her plan involves 
“stay (ing) in the band until I complete at least 20 years of 
service.” This means she has plenty of time to figure out a 
next step. | 

“Until then, there’s lots to keep me busy between con- 
certs, priority missions (playing at the White House, state 
department, Pentagon, etc.) and teaching harp lessons,” As- 
geirsson acknowledged. 

She had the opportunity to play for Vice President Ka- 
mala Harris and her husband, Second Gentleman Doug 
Emhoff, calling the experience an honor.

The group began with only four musicians, but a year 
later expanded to include a total of 100. The group then 
began to travel throughout the United States, performing at 
fairs and athletic events. A couple of years later, in 1944, the 
band embarked on its first international tour, performing in 
England and France. At the same time, the Royal Air Force 
Band toured the United States. 

Once World War II ended, many of the band members 
returned to civilian life. However, due to the band’s popu- 
larity, it was decided to reorganize it to serve during peace- 
time. The band’s conductor and commander at the time, 
George Howard, began a recruiting mission and eventually 
grew it to 115 members. 

In 1947, the band officially became the United States Air 
Force Band when the Army Air Forces were officially. des- 
ignated as the United States Air Force. 

Since its inception, the band performed for 100s of mil- 
lions of people in person and with broadcasts via television 
and radio. The band also embarked on 12 international con- 
cert tours with performances in nearly 50 countries. 

The band is currently lead by commander Don Schofield.

tence in the Hollywood Hills in a modernist 
mansion with his daughter Amara (Mila 
Davis Kent) and wife Bianca (Tessa 
Thompson), who has given up singing 
mostly to produce hit records. Life is nice 
for the obscenely rich in LA: The clothes 
are expensive, the cars are price upon re- 
quest, the house always spotless and the 
staff unseen (save for a chef in one scene). 
At the gym run by Duke (Wood Harris), 
he's trying to mentor the next generation 
of champions. 

Then Dame re-appears and the movies 
gets its urgency back. His old pal was 
locked up for 18 years after that incident 
and is freshly out of prison, wanting to pick 
up his life and his boxing aspirations where 
he left off. Creed is pleasant but guarded 
— for much of the film he acts like an aloof 
celebrity, hyper conscious of not letting 
anyone in too close and compartmentaliz- 
ing the uglier aspects of his past. Still, he 
takes him out to lunch and offers to help 
him in any way he can. This is both the 
right thing to do and also a huge mistake. 

"Creed III" is, among other things, 
about what happens when men don't talk 
about their feelings (and ignore Duke's ad- 
vice). 

At times, it also feels more like a thriller 
than a sports film as you watch Dame in- 
filtrate Creed's world. It's always Creed's 
idea, there's always an invitation, but 
Dame's sudden omnipresence starts to feel 
unavoidable and ominous. Dame has a bit 
of Eve Harrington in him, but also a very 
real, very relatable chip on his shoulder for 
the time he lost. In another movie, he could 
very well be the underdog we're rooting for 
— some of the audience may be rooting for 
him even so.

what you were born to do. It's something 
athletes grapple with earlier than most 
other professionals. An injury at 23 could 
take you out when you're just getting 
started and in this film Creed, Dame and 
Bianca are having similar existential 
crises — though Dame's desperation is the 
driving force behind everything that hap- 
pens. 

Jordan and his filmmaking team craft 
two particularly stunning matches full of 
suspense, drama and slow motion sweat 
beads flying through the air. These are 
only lessened by the cheesy, unhelpful an- 
nouncers spouting cliches and no actually 
helpful exposition or explanation outside 
the ring. And ultimately, it's a promising 
debut for the 36-year-old, who shows here 
that he'll never let his own star ego get in 
the way of a film: Majors steals the show, 
and Jordan is there to capture it. 

There's a comforting but predictable 
rhythm to a boxing franchise like Rocky 
and now Creed. The movies must keep jus- 
tifying themselves, inventing new chal- 
lenges that make them all feel different 
enough. But most essentially boil down to 
the same framework: You have to. knock 
the champion down to a believable under- 
dog again. While there is a case to be made 
for the final fight to, let's just say, go a dif- 
ferent way than it does, "Creed III" is still 
a knockout. :

A student’s worst enemy 
is homework. After a six- 
hour day of learning, an 
assignment on what was 
discussed in class is the 
last thing one wants to do 
while attempting to 
unwind from a long day in 
school. 

For Wilmington resident 
Callie O'Connell, she 
couldn’t wait to get her 
homework done. In fact, 
she would often try to get 
all her work done 
throughout the school day, 
chipping away at prob- 
lems any second she got. 

This wasn’t because she 
loved homework or so she 
could go home and play 
video games. The second 
the bell rang, O’Connell 
devoted all her time to 
training to become a pro- 
fessional horse-back rider. 

Recently, O’Connell’s 
sacrifice paid off, repre- 
senting her country at one 
of the highest stages in 
the sport. The 24-year-old 
captured three medals at 
the Under 25 Nations' Cup 
at 2023 CDIO Wellington, 
including two gold and a 
silver for three personal 
best rides. 

“I went in with little 
expectations,” said 
O’Connell. “I didn’t want 
to put too much pressure 
on myself. I knew we were 
capable of doing really 
well but you never know 
in that moment. It was 
pretty special.” 

O’Connell took team 
gold in the team event 
with partner Benjamin 
Ebeling, along with an 


individual gold (70% 
score) as well as a 
freestyle silver (75% 
score). 


In the world of dressage, 
the U25 Grand Prix divi- 
sion in which O’Connell 
participated in is the high- 
est level of competition 
and difficulty outside of 
senior Grand Prix. 

O’Connell’s performance 
was headlined by her indi- 
vidual victory, where she 
was judged by five differ- 
ent judges at various 


points throughout the 
ring, scoring each move- 
ment she made. 


O’Connell’s 70% score is 
an average of the five 
respective scores’ she 
received by each judge in 
each specific portion of 
her ride. 

“In dressage, we all aim 
for that seventy percent 
mark or higher, that’s 
really what we want,” 
said O’Connell. “When 
you break into the seven- 
ties that’s the goal and 
that’s where you want to 
continue to strive for. To 
get that (score) at such a 
big event when all the 
pressure was on, it was 
very, very cool.” 

Turning 25 in August, 
O’Connell is in her age-

out year for the U25. age 
bracket, meaning this was 
her last chance to make 
Team USA’s Nation Cup 
Team. 

“I knew I had one year 
left and I had to go for it,” 
she admitted. “This is my 
first year competing in 
Florida in international 
events and we went for it. 
We had two shows before 
this to qualify and I quali- 
fied and went in ranked 
number two of the six peo- 
ple.” 

As O’Connell is current- 
ly a trainer for Berryfield 
Dressage based out of 
Lincoln, Massachusetts, 
she has the opportunity to 
train in Florida for three 
winter months. Because 
Florida hosts weekly com- 
petitions, O’Connell com- 
peted in two in order to 


qualify for the Nation Cup 


Team. 

To be in the position she 
is in today, O’Connell has 
embraced the grind her 
whole life. She went from 
first riding a horse at the 
age of five, to getting her 
own pony at the age of 
eight, to quickly becom- 
ing intrigued to the sport 
of dressage. 

As a 12-year-old, 
O’Connell would make 
three-hour round trips 
five days a week to her 
barn to train. As a stand- 
out runner at Wilmington 
High School, she let the 
sport go her junior year to 
completely shift her focus 
to riding. O’Connell’s sac- 
rifices are endless. 

“You realize as you get 
into it how much sacrifice 
you have to make,” she 
said. “I just put all my 
time into riding and I 
grew up doing karate and 
running cross country and 
was a very competitive 
runner for Wilmington for 
many years. I stopped 
everything over time 
because I knew riding was 
what I wanted more than 
anything. I wanted to be 
the best I possibly could 
and I had to devote more 
and more time.” 

In college, O’Connell’s 
regimen did not take a 
blow-the fashion major 
built her schedule around 
riding, where she would 
ride five to six days every 
week while attending 
Mount Ida and later the 
Massachusetts College of 
Art and Design. 

When O’Connell gradu- 
ated with her degree in 
fashion, she faced a major 
decision-either pursue a 
job in the field, or head to 
Europe to continue train- 
ing. As it turns out, 
O’Connell was met with 
the opportunity of her 
dreams when _ Betsy 
Dangel, a previous trainer 
she had known of, was 
seeking a new trainer. 

“I ended up finding she 
was leaving the trainer 
she had and was buying a 
new barn and needed a

trainer,” she recalled. “I 
obviously love Betsy and I 
loved training with her 
that winter and my train- 
er at the time called me 
and said I think I have the 
perfect job for you if 
you’re interested. From 
the moment I got read the 
job description I was like, 
this is literally a dream.” 

O’Connell immediately 
accepted the _ position 
after applying, giving her 
the opportunity to achieve 
both her and Dangel’s 
goals as a trainer for a 
private dressage facility 
with five competitive 
horses. 

“We’re constantly train- 
ing our horses and trying 
to develop the partner- 
ships further,” — said 
O’Connell. “I ride five 
horses five days a week, 
but I’m at the barn almost 
every day. I take one day 
off and it’s really just non- 
stop training.” 

O’Connell is not only 
perfecting her skills on 
the horse, she is training 
the horses themselves,

she said. “When we’re rid- 
ing them, it’s just like any 
other athlete at practice. 
We’re training them for 
competition so when we 
go down center line at a 
competition they are 
ready to go.” 

As O’Connell is coming 
off the performance of her 
life, she has her eyes set 
on much bigger goals. 

“It’s just the beginning,” 
she said. “There’s still so 
many steps to go to where 
I really want to be to be 
representing the US in a 
much more international 
way but it’s highly addict- 
ing and now I know that 
I’ve had this experience 
this is what I want to do 
more than anything and it 
makes everything worth 
it. 

“IT want to go to the 
Olympics, that’s the big 
golden goal at the end of 
all of. =. this,” said 
O’Connell. “I will do 
everything I possibly can 
to make that happen one 
day. Obviously every star 
has to align to have that 
happen but that is the ulti- 
mate dream and that’s 
the goal I’ve had since I 
left high school. I want it 
more than anything.”

When Young saw Brendan 
Collier net the game win- 
ning score, he couldn’t 
quite believe it. 
“Right when I

brate, I froze and said to 
myself, ‘Did we really just 
win?” the Wilmington 
native said to the Town 
Crier back in March of 
2011. “Immediately, I 
threw all my stuff off and 
skated as fast as I could to 
center ice where the pile 
had already been start- 
ed.” 

As soon as Young made 
the team as a freshman,

Sid Tildsley did it again. 

After an undefeated sea- 
son as a freshman saw the 
Billerica resident pile up 
60 victories and zero 
defeats and capture Div. 1

A tough act to follow? 

Sort of. 

But on Saturday in

At 
the time of the pin, 
Tildsley led by a 6-1 score. 

The win capped off quite 
a weekend for 
Shawsheen's Super Bowl 
quarterback, who went 4-0 
overall. 

In the semifinals, he was 
up by a 10-0 score when he 
stopped James Linder Jr. 
of Montville, Connecticut. 

The quarterfinals saw 
Tildsley top Anthony 
Basile of Xavier Regional 
in Connecticuf, 13-5. 

In the first round, he 
pinned John Fabrizio of 
Timberlane in New 
Hampshire. 

“And he’s still getting 
better,” Pratt said. “He 
had a great tournament. 
Sid is a three-sport athlete 
and about 99 percent of 
the guys he goes up 
against are one-sport ath- 
letes, maybe two.” 

Tildsley also competes 
in track and field in the 
spring along with football 
in the fall at Shawsheen. 


“He was an. All-

By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
BILLERICA -- The 
coaching career of 
Shawsheen Tech’s Dick 
Barriss  has_ included 
many amazing milestones 
and accomplishments 
along the way, including 
343 wins and seven league 
titles over 25 years (1975- 
88, 2002-14) as Girls 
Basketball coach, another 
142 wins and two more 
league titles in a 16-year 


‘career (1998-2013) as Boys 


Soccer coach, and 
although some may have 
forgotten, two additional 
league titles as coach of 
the co-ed tennis team 
back in the 80’s. 

It’s been a remarkable 
run for a remarkable 
man, who retired from his 
coaching career last week 
when the Lady Rams 
Basketball team was elim- 
inated from post-season 
play. 

But more than all of the 
wins ahd all of the league 
titles and other accolades, 
what has. mattered. and 
continues to matter most 
to Barriss has been the 
relationships he has 
formed with his players, 
as well as his relationship 
with his family both on 
and off the athletic fields 
at Shawsheen Tech. 

Barriss, who will also 


retire after 38 years as a 
physical education 
teacher at the end of the 
school year, has had the 
remarkable privilege of 
coaching every member 
of his family at some point 
in his career. That 
includes his wife, the for- 
mer Louise Smith who 
played for Barriss in his 
early days of coaching 
from 1978-81. In more 
recent years Barriss has 


coached both of his chil-. 


dren, Kimberly, who grad- 
uated in 2012 with the 
Girls Basketball team, 
and T.J., who will gradu- 
ate this spring, in Boys 
Soccer. 

“I was fortunate to have 
that opportunity,” Barriss 
said. “It’s probably why I 
stayed on a little longer. I 
was at a point where I 
probably could have 
retired about six years 
ago, but I never would 
have had the opportunity 
to coach my kids.” 

Barriss acknowledges 
that it is not always easy 
on either the parent or the 
athlete to be part of the 
same team, but it is also 
something that he defi- 
nitely would not have 
missed, as he got to see 
first hand the remarkable 
career of both of his chil- 
dren. 

Kimberly was a four- 
year starter and three- 
time CAC All-Star point 
guard for the Lady Rams, 
while winning league 
MVP in her junior year, 
while T.J. was also a 
three-time all-star on the 
pitch for the Rams. 


“It’s not always a bed of 
roses being the coach’s 
kids,” Barriss said. “But 
if they are good people 
like Kimberly and T.J. it 
can work. It-still does not 
make it easy on them. 
The best part of it for me 
was that both of them 
were very successful. 
They did not get anything 
they did not earn. They 
would have been starters 
and all-stars with or with- 
out me.” 

As great as Kimberly 
and T.J. were however, 
they could not compare to 
Barriss’ favorite 
Shawsheen athlete of all 
time. 

“I tell all of. my players 
that Louise was the best 
player to ever play for 
me,” Barriss said. “She 
started for me as a fresh- 
man is still the only one of 
my players to go on to 
play Division 2 basketball 
in college (UMass 
Lowell).” 

The young couple started 
to date in 1981 after Louise 
graduated from 
Shawsheen and were even- 
tually married in 1990. 
Just as she was the best 
player that ever played for 
Barriss, 24 years later she 
is also his best support 
system, dealing with the 
many long hours that a 
coach must put in to do 
his job properly. 

“She is definitely our 
number one supporter,”

Callahan finishes second in New England

PROVIDENCE, RI -- 
When Jack Callahan was 
preparing for this senior 
season of wrestling, he 
had three main goals: win 
states, place higher in All- 
States, and to place in 
New-Englands. 

As the Tewksbury High 
School standout wrestled 
his last match in a 
Redmen uniform last 
weekend, Callahan didn’t 
just reach his goals. He 
went above and beyond. 

In the final installment 
of Callahan’s legendary 
postseason run, the 126- 
pounder didn’t simply 
place. at New-Englands- 
he finished = second 
amongst the best of the 
best. 

Combine that feat with 
championships at the sec- 
tional, state, and All-State 
meets, and Callahan is 
truly going out on top. _ 

“My performance at 
New-Englands was proba- 
bly some of the _ best 
wrestling that I’ve done 
throughout my whole high 
school career,” said 
Callahan. “I feel like I 
really started putting 
together all my moves, 
both in neutral and on top 
and bottom.” 

Following a first round 
bye, Callahan won three 
matches to reach his way 
to the finals. Callahan 
pinned his first opponent 
Kai Ly of Minnechaug 
Regional at 3:17 before 
meeting with familiar 
face Andrew McCarthy of 
Mt. Hope of Rhode Island. 

The last time Callahan 
battled with McCarthy, 
Callahan came away with 
a thrilling overtime victo- 
ry in the finals of the Sons 
of Italy Tournament. Last 
weekend, Callahan’s 6-4 
decision win put him one 
step closer to the New- 
England finals. 

After a 10-2 major deci- 
sion over Coventry’s Stone 
Farnsworth, Callahan 
punched his ticket to his 
last career high school 
contest slated against the 
highly talented Jacob 
Joyce of Ponaganset. 

“I definitely knew it was: 
going to be a really tough 
match,” said Callahan, “I 
knew the kid is committed 
to Stanford for wrestling 
so I knew he was going to 
be real good. I knew I had 
to go out there and give 
all my effort and just 
leave everything on the 
mat. Leave it all out there 
so I wouldn’t think back 
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Tewksbury Memorial High School senior Jack Callahan finished one of the best seasons in program history as he 
was crowed the Division 3 North Sectional, Division 3 State and All-State Champion, and then finished as the sec- 
ond best wrestler in the 126-pound division at this past weekend’s New'England Meet held in Providence, Rhode

and have regrets about 
the match.” 

Even though Callahan 
fell. by a score of 17-3, 
Redmen head coach Steve 
Kasprzak thought the 
match encapsulated 
everything Callahan 
stands for. 

“IT know he lost in that 
finals match, but it was 
such an incredible effort 
by him,” said Kasprzak. 
“We always talk about 
don’t let yourself get out- 
toughed, don't let yourself 
get out-worked, and never 
quit. If you erased the 


scoreboard, you would 
have thought Jack was up 
by a hundred points. 

“He took it to the kid the 
whole match,” said 
Kasprzak. “He was on the 
attack for the full six min- 
utes and he never took his 
foot off the gas pedal. He 
left it all out there on the 
mat and I wish more kids 
got to see him wrestle that 
way live even when he 
was down in_ points 
because that’s how you 
want kids to respond and 
continue to compete. It 
was something special to 


watch.” 

Like Callahan, what 
Kasprzak witnessed last 
weekend is what he 
believes to be the best he’s 
ever seen the senior wres- 
tle. 

“I was just happy for 
Jack to have that moment 
on that stage,” he said. “It 
was a tremendous finals 
match and a fantastic 
tournament. He was so 
dialed in and so focused. 
He was on the attack from 
jump street, he was in on 
his offense and wasn’t 
going to let anybody else

get settled throughout the 
entire tournament. 

“Right from the first 
match he was shooting off 
the whistle and relentless 
in his takedowns,” said 
Kasprzak. “He was riding 
guys out for two minutes 
when he was on top and 
that demoralizes people 
when they can’t escape.” 

As Callahan closes out 
his Redmen _ career, 
Kasprzak has seen him 
improve his skills on the 
mat, but there’s one par- 
ticular characteristic that 
has in fact stayed consis- 
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tent. 

“He certainly will be one 
of the all-time greats,” 
said Kasprzak. “To watch 
his growth from really as 
an eighth grader he spent 
a little time with us, his 
character has _ never 
changed. That’s always 
been the same. 

“Who he is as a person 
and what his character is 
and his growth as a per- 
son really has stayed the 
same,” he said. “He’s 
always been since he’s 
been in our room such a 
mature, hard working, 
helpful kid. He’ll be 
remembered in this pro- 
gram for a long time, and 
not necessarily for his 
accolades on the mat, but 
more so who he was as a 
person and who he was in 
the practice room.” 

Callahan has gathered 
quite the list of accom- 
plishments amidst his 
high school career. His 
season record of 53-4 
accounted for champi- 
onships at the sectional, 
state, and All-State meets 
this season. 

His dominant career 
record of 137-28 also 
includes two sectional 
second-place finishes (‘20, 
‘22) as well as a state sec- 
ond-place finish in 2022. 
Callahan has been hon- 
ored as an MVC All- 
Conference selection 
three total times. 

For Callahan, he doesn’t 
immediately point to his 
accolades. Instead, he 
understands his accom- 
plishments were a direct 
result of one mentality. 

“One of the biggest take- 
aways that I’ve gotten 
from all the wrestling that 
I’ve done is the hard work 
that you put in will even- 
tually all pay off if you 
stick with it,” he said.

Above all, he is proud to 
have done it alongside his 
teammates and coaches.

Along with his family, 
Barriss has also coached 
countless other great ath- 
letes throughout his 
career in all sports, and 
has always seemed to find 
a way to get the most out 
of them. He guided his 
basketball teams to three 
league titles in his first 
incarnation as coach, in 
1977, 1981 and 1988, and 
four more after his return, 
winning in 2003, 2009, 2011 
and 2012. 

While he has been suc- 
cessful in coaching all of 
his sports, basketball was 
his first love as he played 
at Malden High School 
and even got to play at 
Boston Garden, before 
moving on to Boston State 
(now UMass.
